SEPTEMBER QUARTER,, 1927. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 


South Wales on 30th June, 1927, was :—Males, 1,208,775; females, 
1,163,473; total; 2,372,248. The increase sinee 30th June, 1926, 
was 53,798, and’ since the census in April, 1921, 270,280. 


Vital Statistics—June Quarter, 1927.—New South Wales.—The births 


registered in June quarter, 1927, numbered 13,547, equivalent to 
anannual rate of 22°84 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,738, 
which. is equivalent ot 9-68 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 5,126 marriages registered was 8-64. 
Compared with the average of the June quarter of the preceding 
five years the death-rate was 8 per cent. higher. 

Sydney and Suburbs:—The births registered in June quarter, 
1927, numbered 5,204, equivalent to a rate of 1944’ per 1,000 of 
population per annum; of the total, 2,658 were males and 2,546 
females, 

The deaths in June quarter, 1927, numbered 2,619, namely, 
1,420 males and-1,199 females. The mortality rate was 9-79 per 1,000 
of population per annum. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 56*7 per 1,000 
births. 


Trade of New Sotith Wales.-_Imports._The Oversea Imports into New 


South Wales during the September quarter, 1925, were valued at 
£18,341,128) and showed’ an increase in value of £704,736 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise increased by £663,473, and: gold: inereased by 
£41,265. The total/of all oversea imports for the vear ended 30th 
June, 1927, was £68;940,081, an increase of £4,930,162 in com- 
parison with the previous financial year. 

Ezporis.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1927, amounted to £13,254,558, being a deerease in 
value of £2,841,450, as compared with the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specic), the export of merchandise increased by £1,;907,737, and gold 
decreased by £4,749,187. For the year ended 30th June, 1927, the 
total of all oversea experts was £62,815,077, being an increase of 
£8,813,263 compared with the figures of the previous financial year.

the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in September quarter,

During the year ended ‘30th June, 1927, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £67,633,524, and the Interstate Imports 
by sea at Sydney were £25,935,513, and the State seaward Imports, 
£11.736,902, the total value of all imports at Sydney, including 
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transhipments, being £165,805,929. For the same period the ton- 
nages of the goods imported were as follow :—Oversea, 1,801,669; 
Interstate, 845,034; State, 1,860,662; total, 4,507,365 tons; and 
the transhipments—Oversea, 194,024; Interstate, 127,362; State, 
53,780; total, 375,166 tons. For the six months from 1st January to 
30th June, 1927, the goods, excluding transhipments, imported at 
Sydney from State ports represented 850,735 tons, valued at 
£5,709,236; including transhipments, the tonnage was 875,641, valued 
at £5,876,106. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary 
statements of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for 
the September quarter, 1927, was £9,293,384, being a decrease of 
£127,113, as compared with September quarter, 1926. 

Principal increases of reyenue during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1927, over the previous September quarter were 
Returns per capita to State by Commonwealth, £17,331; Railways, 
£514,043; Tramways, £76,959; Unclassified Receipts, £126,162. The 
chief decrease was in Income Tax, £978,202. 

The State expenditure during September quarter, 1927, was 
£11,766,877, an increase of £888,360, as compared with September 
quarter of previous year. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1926 and 1927, and the quarter 
ended 30th September, 1926 and 1927 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for September quarter, 1927, in 
comparison with the June quarter, 1927, show an increase in deposits, 
including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of £591,612, and 
the deposits were £8,728,848 more than in September quarter, 1926. 

Advances in September quarter, 1927, were £3,324,863 more than 
in June quarter, 1927, and £4,094,667 more than in. September 
quarter, 1926.

Gold Production.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the nine months ending September, 1927, amounted to 16,126 oz. 
fine, valued at £68,499. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th September, 1927, there were 
181 applications for 122,158 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers 
Settlement Act; and 162,913 acres, representing 217 blocks, were set 
apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the number of applications 
for original holdings was 756, and the area applied for 470,532 acres. 
The lands set apart for original holdings being 364,281 acres, repre- 
senting 1,004 blocks. 

Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
September, 1927, the prices of meat were 43-2 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 68-2 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 60-8 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of 1:45 per cent. 
compared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat were 
5-68 per cent. dearer than in August, and other food and groceries 
were -06 per cent. dearer. Potatoes and eggs were cheaper, while 
butter, flour, and onions were dearer. 

Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1926, 
meat was 9-2 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 2:9 
per cent. cheaper; and the two combined were -06 per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the September quarter, 1927, the general 
level of wholesale prices, which was 7 per cent. higher than in the 
previous quarter is now 30 per cent. lower than the highest point 
reached in July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 58 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 30 
increased, and 12 became cheaper. 

New Buildings.— Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
in the Suburbs of Sydney during the nine months ended 39th 
September, 1927, numbered 7,011, as compared with 8,000 during 
the nine months ended 30th September, 1926. The suburbs in which. 
the greatest activity was evident were Canterbury (with 1,159 new 
buildings), Randwick (with 717), Drummoyne (with 430), Rockdale 
(with 888), and Waverley (with 376). 

Country Municipalities—During the nine months ended 30th 
September, 1927, permission was granted in country Municipalities 
to erect 5,055 new buildings, of the value of 3,547,470, as compared 
with 5,945 of a value of £3,388,807 during the nine montks ended 
30th September, 1926. 

Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1927.—The following pariiculars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges 
reports that at the end of September there were about 5,500 persons 
out of work in the Metropolitan district, and about 5,000 in the 
country districts. The persons affected by unemployment included 
fitters, turners, iron moulders, saddlers, wool and basil workers, 
painters, furniture makers, tailors, bootmakers, and waterside 
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workers. Employment was good for carpenters, bricklayers, 
plasterers, plumbers, boilermakers, electrical workers, and sheet- 
metal workers. There was a searcity of women for clothing factories 
and for domestic work. 


During the September quarter 15,858 men and 1,029 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 8,354 men 
and 2,155 women were sought by employers through the agency ofthe 
Exchanges; and 8,249 men and 1,619 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter 18,795 persons applied for employment, 
8,266 persons. were sought by employers, and 7,699 were: placed 
in positions. 

Dislocations.—During the September quarter 45,080 employees 
were involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the 
total loss amounted: to 207,117 working days. In the previous 
quarter 26,283 employees were involved, with the loss of 123,355 
days. 


Meteorology.—July.—The total rainfall approached or slightly exceeded 
normal in the southern parts of the western division, in the Riverina 
on most of the south-west slopes and on the extreme southern table- 
lands. In all other districts there were small falls or no rain. Ship- 
ping was hampered by strong gales and rough seas off the south 
coast on the 24th July. Dry weather was conducive to cold nights 
and. widespread severe frosts were experienced. Snow fell on far 
southern tablelands and occasionally on the Blue mountains. At 
Sydney the highest shade temperature was 72-8 degrees on the 6th 
and lowest 39-6:degrees, on 21st July. 


August.—The most widespread rain of the month occurred on the 
26th and. 27th when showers and some thunderstorms occurred over, 
most of the eastern half of the State. The prevalence of fine weather 
was attended by very cold nights and frosts were severe and exten- 
sive. Snow fell on the far southern tablelands on a number of occa- 
sions. At Sydneythe rain totalled only 30 points, the highest shade 
temperature was 77°8 degrees on the 15th and 19th and the lowest 
38-9 degrees on 18th August. 


Seplember.—The serious rain shortage experienced during the 
Autumn and Winter continued over most of the State during all 
except the latter part of September. The effect of a tropical cyclone 
moving southward caused rough seas with southerly gales. There 
were fairly general rains from the 27th to 30th September. Snow 
fell on the extreme southern tablelands. A particularly cold change 
spread over the State on 24th and 25th September. At Sydney the 
highest temperature was 80-9 degrees and the lowest 42-0 degrees.

The following estimate has been based upon reports received from wheat-growers throughout 
the State. 


The total area sown was 3,931,200 acres, of which, it is stated by growers, 3,567,600 acres are 
to be harvested for grain, and 363,600 aeres cut for hay. As compared with the area sown in 1926, 
there was an increase of 249,550 acres. 


Although the rainfall was deficient, and notwithstanding the unfavourable conditions, as 
compared with the previous year, increased areas were sown in the following divisions : Central 
Western Slopes 104,120 acres, Riverina 89,520 acres, South Western Slopes 37,600 acres, and in the 
Central Plain 13,870 acres. 


In 1926 wheat was grown on 16,895 holdings; in the current season 16,800 growers have 
furnished returns.
